Location:  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  will  meet 

at  Redlands  University  in  Redlands  about  65 
miles  east  of  Los  Angeles  on  Highway  99.  There 
is  a park-like  campus  with  the  recreational  fa- 
cilities of  a college  campus  including  a swim- 
ming pool.  All  sessions  of  Yearly  Meeting  will 
be  held  in  Watchern  Hall  which  seats  240.  We 
will  be  housed  in  Cortner  and  Grosmont  Halls. 
The  beds  are  single  and  the  rooms  have  one  or 
two  beds.  Cots  can  be  moved  into  the  rooms 
for  small  children.  Meals  will  be  served  cafe- 
teria style. 

Rates : For  the  three  days  of  the  Yearly  Meet- 
ing, American  Plan  (Thursday  dinner  through 
Sunday  lunch),  $11.25.

Children  under  two  may  share  parents’  meal. 
Child  old  enough  to  require  usual  dormitory 
facilities,  $1.00  per  night.  If  the  child  is  small, 
a cot  may  be  placed  in  the  room  for  $1.50  for 
the  conference.  All  persons  registering  for  a 
room  will  also  purchase  a full-time  dining  hall 
card.  We  must  furnish  our  own  bedding,  linen, 
and  towels. 

Child  Care : Local  Friends  are  arranging  for 
child  care  during  the  morning  and  evening  ses- 
sions. A collection  will  be  taken  during  the 
Yearly  Meeting  so  that  all  Friends  may  share  in 
the  expense  of  this.  We  want  the  parents  in 
our  meetings. 

Camping:  Some  Friends  may  want  to  camp 

in  spite  of  the  reasonable  rates  the  University 
is  charging.  Leslie  and  Muriel  Spelman  offer 
their  yard  for  this  purpose.  This  is  three  miles 
from  the  campus.  The  weather  is  generally 
warm  even  in  the  evening  and  rain  is  almost 
unheard  of  in  August. 

Reservations:  Each  family  or  person  plan- 

ning to  attend  Yearly  Meeting  is  asked  to  fill 
out  the  enclosed  sheet  to  assist  us  in  making 
arrangements.  We  would  appreciate  it  greatly 
if  reservations  were  in  by  July  25,  1952.  When 
you  arrive  at  Redlands,  report  to  Grosmont  Hall 
for  registration  and  assignment. 

Public  Transportation:  The  Pacific  Electric 


Railroad  Co.  has  transportation  leaving  from 
various  communities  in  this  area  that  will  take 
one  to  Redlands.

Each  session  will  begin  promptly  with  a pe- 
riod of  worship.  Ushers  will  close  the  doors 
during  this  period.  The  representative  com- 
mittee hopes  that  this  will  encourage  prompt- 
ness as  well  as  an  uninterrupted  worship  period. 

Yearly  Meeting  in  Session  is  a time  for  sharing 
our  problems,  hopes,  feelings,  thoughts  and  in- 
sights. We  have  so  little  time  together  for  this, 
that  it  is  important  that  we  come  prepared. 

We  can  prepare  by  having  the  business  we 
have  to  present  in  brief  and  clear  form.  Com- 
mittee charmen  and  officers  are  urged  to  have 
written  reports.  Representatives  of  Monthly 
Meetings  will  find  a written  report  helpful  in 
presenting  to  the  first  session  of  Yearly  Meeting 
a brief  picture  of  the  life,  growth  and  spirit  of 
their  meetings.  If  individuals  or  Meetings  have 
business  they  would  like  to  bring  before  the 
Yearly  Meeting  it  will  help  to  have  it  presented 
to  the  Representative  Committee  so  that  time 
may  be  allotted  on  the  agenda.  It  would  clarify 
some  of  our  problems  of  communication  with 
each  other  if  we  could  all  read  the  plan  of  or- 
ganization in  the  September,  1947,  Bulletin.  Or 
better  still  read  the  minutes  of  all  our  five 
Yearly  Meetings.  The  mechanics  of  our  Yearly 
Meeting  and  the  details  of  organization  can 
distract  us  from  the  real  purpose  of  our  asso- 
ciation together. 
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When  Francis  of  Assisi  and  his  brothers  went 
on  a journey,  one  brother  was  assigned  by  lot 
to  arrange  all  the  details  of  food,  lodging,  dis- 
tance traveled,  etc.,  thus  leaving  the  rest  free 
for  prayer,  contemplation,  singing,  and  the 
enjoyment  of  the  fellowship.  Indefinite  and 
confused  organization,  however  small,  is  as 
much  a tyrant  as  is  top-heavy  controlling  organ- 
ization. Simple  but  definitely  understood  or- 
ganization with  responsible  and  trusted  com- 
mittees will  free  us.  It  will  make  possible  quiet, 
unhurried  Yearly  Meetings  in  which  to  know 
one  another  in  that  which  is  eternal. 

I wish  I could  say  forcefully  enough  that 
while  we  have  some  Yearly  Meeting  business 
to  transact,  that  is  not  why  we  are  gathering  at 
Redlands.  For  the  past  20  years  the  Pacific 
Coast  Conference  of  Friends,  of  which  our 
Yearly  Meeting  is  a continuation,  has  been  a 
time  of  sharing,  encouragement  and  inspiration. 
Patience,  understanding,  and  some  awareness 
of  our  limitations  as  well  as  our  capacities  as 
human  beings,  will  serve  us  well  when  we  meet 
in  Redlands  on  August  7,  8,  9 and  10,  1952.

TO  JOIN  THE  SOCIETY 

This  statement  was  prepared  by  Euell  and  Freda 
Gibbons  when  they  decided  to  join  Honolulu  Meeting 
Easter  Sunday,  1951.  They  generously  share  this  with 
us,  and  they  keep  a copy,  “so  that  we  can  be  ever 
aware  of  our  needs  and  intentions  to  the  Society.” 
They  write  further:  “We  sincerely  are  seeking  to 
reach  up  to  the  goals.  At  times,  we  seem  to  fail,  but 
we  have  faith  that  we  are  growing  spiritually.  We 
have  been  blessed  with  literature  of  all  kinds  from 
Friends  as  far  off  as  the  East  coast,  and  we  feel  a 
wide-spread  unity  and  love.  We  moved  here  from 
Maui  last  summer  and  felt  the  loss  of  our  Friends 
group  very  deeply.  But  we  knew  we  needed  to  try 
our  wings  sooner  or  later.  We  have  not  been  success- 
ful in  finding  a group  of  the  same  kind  here— or  even 
one  member— but  we  are  faithful  attenders  and  workers 
of  the  Wailuku  Union  Church.  Last  week  Euell  went 
to  Honolulu  and  had  a wonderful  time  at  meeting 
and  visiting  with  Friends  again.  This  Sunday  Freda 
will  be  again  at  our  beloved  meeting  as  she  leaves 
(with  Ronald  16,  and  Michael  14)  to  attend  summer 
courses  at  the  University  of  Hawaii.  Euell  teaches  car- 
pentry at  the  Vocational  School  and  Freda  teaches 
kindergarten.”  Their  address  is  Maui  Vocational  School, 
Kahului,  Maui,  Hawaii. 

We  were  first  attracted  to  the  Society  of 
Friends  by  their  programs  of  world- wide  human- 
itarian service.  We  naturally  wanted  to  know 
what  motivated  those  who  gave  this  splendid 
and  practical  help  to  others  in  such  a spirit  of 
love.  We  began  attending  meetings  and  dur- 
ing the  last  six  months  of  close  contact,  we 
have  experienced  a growing  conviction  that  we 


would  like  to  become  permanently  associated 
with  the  Society  of  Friends.  Our  reasons  for 
wanting  to  take  this  step  are  outlined  below. 

1.  Our  first  reason  was  a negative  one.  On 
first  attending  meeting  we  were  amazed  at 
the  complete  absence  of  any  specific  dogma  or 
creed.  We  felt  no  need  to  conceal  any  belief 
we  held  or  to  pretend  to  any  belief  not  held. 
For  the  first  time,  we  could  be  ourselves  and 
be  free  around  a religious  group.  Here  was 
freedom  and  opportunity  and  help  to  grow 
spiritually  and  intellectually  instead  of  trying 
to  fit  everyone  into  a narrow  mold.  Far  from 
being  a disintegrating  factor,  this  wide  lati- 
tude seems  to  contribute  definitely  to  group 
unity  in  purpose  and  action.  Since  absence  of 
dogma  leaves  room  for  growth  in  the  light  of 
new  experience  and  knowledge,  we  feel  that 
here  is  a religious  group  that  will  never  be  em- 
barrassed by  scientific  discoveries  or  social 
changes. 

2.  We  were  impressed  with  the  discovery 
that  silence  could  be  so  dynamic  and  produc- 
tive. The  belief  that  the  spirit  of  God  dwells  in 
every  human  being  is  shared  by  many,  but  we 
believe  the  Quakers  have  in  silent  worship  a 
means  of  contacting  and  being  guided  by  this 
Inward  Light.  It  seems  to  us  to  be  a technique 
for  more  effectively  utilizing  the  Will  of  God. 

3.  We  like  the  active  participation  of  all  in 
the  unprogrammed  meetings  for  worship.  In- 
stead of  passively  being  told  what  to  do  and 
believe,  there  is  an  exchange  of  experiences 
and  ideas  in  which  all  may  share.  This  “mutual 
and  reciprocal”  communion  obviously  leads  to 
growth  in  all  who  participate.  Since  the  more 
one  contributes  the  more  one  receives,  each 
individual  becomes  responsible  for  his  own 
spiritual  growth  and  development. 

4.  We  were  pleased  to  discover  that  the 
Friends  shared  a belief  we  have  long  held: 
that  Jesus  in  his  Sermon  on  the  Mount  was  not 
preaching  a hopeless  ideal,  but  was  outlining  a 
practical  Way  of  Life  which  can  be  applied 
here  and  now.  The  belief  that  good  can  over- 
come evil,  that  love  can  overcome  hate,  has  led 
to  action  which  we  admire  and  in  which  we 
should  like  to  participate.  We  feel  that  the 
Quaker  programs  for  social  betterment,  elimi- 
nation of  race  prejudice,  and  for  peace  be- 
tween individuals  and  nations  are  a direct  out- 
growth and  a practical  application  of  this 
belief. 

5.  The  peace  testimony  of  the  Friends  was 
one  of  the  things  that  first  attracted  us.  By 
different  and  devious  routes  we  had  arrived  at 
a stand  that  we  were  definitely  “anti-war.” 
Since  our  association  with  Friends  we  have 
changed  to  “for  peace.”  We  would  like  to  take 
part  in  the  efforts  to  eliminate  war,  race  preju- 
dice and  other  social  evils.  We  believe  the 
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Quaker  program  of  eliminating  the  causes  of 
these  evils  from  society  and  individuals  to  be 
consistent  and  workable.  We  approve  of  the 
humility  which  says  we  will  begin  changing 
society  by  changing  ourselves. 

6.  A selfish  reason  for  wanting  to  join  the 
Honolulu  Meeting  is  because  of  the  opportuni- 
ty it  affords  for  fellowship  with  a group  of 
people  we  love  and  admire.  This  association 
has  already  enriched  our  lives  and  has  con- 
tributed greatly  to  the  joy  of  living.  We  ap- 
preciate the  opportunity  of  meeting  visiting 
Friends  and  co-workers  and  learn  of  their  ex- 
periences in  other  parts  of  the  world.  We  enjoy 
feeling  a part  of  a world-wide  fellowship. 

Finally,  we  wish  to  say  that  we  realize  that 
much  of  our  conduct  and  conversation  is  not 
consistent  with  the  beliefs  here  outlined.  We 
know  we  have  many  changes  to  make  in  our 
lives,  but  we  feel  that  membership  in  the  So- 
ciety of  Friends  will  better  help  us  to  make 
these  changes.  — Euell  and  Freda  Gibbons 


GREER  RETREAT 

“There  was  a keen  sense  of  oneness  of  spirit  which 
had  brought  us  closer  to  our  beliefs  and  to  each 
other,”  writes  Charles  Kelly  (9112  N.  3rd  St., 
Phoenix,  Arizona)  of  the  Arizona-New  Mexico  Friends 
Family  Retreat,  held  in  Greer,  Arizona,  June  6 to  8. 
A full  account  is  given  in  Charles  Kelly’s  Friendly  Re- 
ports, and  we  feel  sure  he  would  be  glad  to  send  one 
to  anyone  who  wishes  a fuller  report. 

Problems  of  the  American  Indian  were  naturally 
considered  by  Friends  at  this  retreat.  Charles  Mc- 
Evers  spoke  of  the  purposes  and  work  of  the  Los 
Angeles  Center  and  mentioned  the  mutual  benefits  of 
the  program  of  intervisitation  of  Indian  reservation 
children  in  non-Indian  homes.  Leon  Grant,  an  Omaha 
Indian,  who  is  in  charge  of  the  Phoenix  Indian  Center, 
discussed  the  need  for  living  quarters  for  transient  In- 
dian men  and  women.  Randolph  Jenks,  who  had  re- 
cently visited  Tiburon  Island,  told  of  the  problems 
and  possibilities  in  the  work  among  the  Seri  Indians. 
The  relationship  was  brought  out  between  Quaker 
silence  and  the  meditation  practiced  by  Indians. 

The  responsibilities  of  Friends  for  their  meeting  for 
worship  were  considered,  and  the  dynamic,  not  static, 
nature  of  Quakerism  noted,  in  a discussion  on  “Why  I 
am  a Quaker”  led  by  Robert  and  Margaret  Simkin.

TRAVEL  POOL  PLAN 

“Last  year,”  writes  William  C.  James  (670  San  Luis 
Road,  Berkeley,  Calif. ) “the  travel  pool  made  it  pos- 
sible for  every  Monthly  Meeting  on  the  mainland,  in- 
cluding Mexico  City,  to  have  at  least  one  representative 
at  Yearly  Meeting.  This  was  accomplished  by  Monthly 
Meetings  contributing  from  $10  to  $75  into  the  pool, 
and  receiving  a share  proportionate  to  their  distance 
from  Pacific  Grove,  California. 

“The  Finance  Committee  estimates  that  if  each 
Meeting  contributed  $28.50  to  the  1952  pool,  it  would 
be  possible  for  each  Meeting  to  send  at  least  one  rep- 
resentative. Of  course,  we  would  normally  expect  the 
larger  Meetings  would  contribute  more  and  the  smal- 
ler ones  less;  but  participation  on  some  basis  is  impor- 
tant. The  following  table  shows  how  much  each  Meet- 
ing will  receive,  and  how  this  amount  was  computed:
